back and forth across Burope touching 
France, Italy, Spain, Germany, the. 
Balkan countries and let loose a fiery 
blast as he lage Russia into the 
Orient. 

He lashed 9 at Canada'n north- 
ern neighbor, Russia, for marked “ac- | 
celeration” of her tyrannies ‘but pre- 


dicted that in the long run “this dark 


practice of government through tyran- 
ny and ignorance can't prevail even 
within the shadow of the iron curtain. 

He also spoke some plain words to 
the Dominion's good neighbor to the 
south, the United States. 


No Camp Follower 


He praised the harmony of Cana- 
dian-Ameircan relations but said the 
United States must realize “that 
Canada wishes to play her own part, 
to make her own contribution and she 
can only do it as a co- operative part- 
ner and not as a camp follower." 

He said he didn’t want to imply 
that these wishes now were being ig- 
nored by American government lead- 
ers, but rather that he was raising the 
subject because “if we don't keep 
them in mind they might be.” 

Then he proceeded to list a number 
of specific points on Canada's dealings 
with the United States, some of wien 
he felt could be improved, 

One was the ‘long-talked-of St. Law 
rence Seaway project. He stressed the 
economic and military importance 
of the gigantic power and navigation 
Project. And in a pointed statement 
to the U.S. he expressed the “hope 
that Congress will be in a position to 
deal with it shortly.“ 

A typical example of close co- opera- 
tion by the two neighboring. countries 
in other spheres was the work of the 
International Joint Commission which. 
settles disputes over International wa- 
ters most harmoniously. 

Swinging to a review of the Com- 
monwealth, he expressed Canada’s 
“disappointment” at Hire’s decision to 
leave the Commonwealth. At the same 
time he gave the Irish People assur- 
ance that they continued to have the 
warm affection of Canadians. 

On the other hand, absorption of 
the Dominions of Pakistan, India and 
Ceylon within the new framework of 
the Commonwealth was of historic im 
portance in providing what he called 
“a bridge between east and west.”

I've Been Thinking | 
Is Citizenship Training Effective? 
H. G. Teskey 
In this column I have frequently re- 
ferred to a new educational philosphy 
that swept into this province about 
twelve years ago. It was called “Pro- 
gresdive Education”, presumably to 
distinguish it from the earlier educa- 
tional philosophy and practise in Aly 
berta. One of the changes made was 
to combine geography and history. To 
them were added much economics and 
current events. The whole was called 

Social Studies. 

The purpose of the change was to 
better prepare our students for their 
ultimate role as citizens. It wus felt 
that our citizens should be tramed to 
take a more intelligent and active in- 
terest in the public life of the com- 
munity and nation; that only through 
better citizenship could a democratic 
society flourish and result in more and 
more , personal liberty. : 

With the professed objectives of the 
new Social Studies none can quarrel. 
It is true that we were not well train- 
ed to exercise the obligations of citi- 
zens of a democracy.’ Not only were 
the great majority of people unwill- 
ing to assume public office, because it 
meant effort expended for no appar- 
ent individual gain, they were even in- 
different in the matter of using their 
franchise—of turning out to vote. An- 
nual meetings of school district, mun- 
icipality, town, etc., were poorly at- 
tended affairs. A civic election might 
find no more than 10 per cent of the 
eligible voters casting a vote. Elec- 
tions by acclamation were common, 
Provincial and national elections got 
@ better ‘response but only because 
the candidates sought office and saw 


of .affairs, and one in which. a democ- 
racy cannot function. We may call our 
government a democracy, but it is one 
only in so far as we are prepared to 
make it one. We have much less free- 
dom than we boast of, but more than 
we deserve, We are too content to 
“let George do it”. And there is always 
a George who is willing to do it. He is 
not always high-minded and unself- 
ish. Often he is a George who directs 
our affairs in his own interest. 

But how is the new “Progressive” 
education succeeding in making us 
better fitted to be citizens of a demo- 
cracy. I have watched with interest 
the result. And now, after twelve 
gears, we should begin to see results. 

Presumably all of the students that 
we send to university are among the 
best of the products of our high school 
They are among those who have most 
receptive minds. They have well-dev- 
eloped reasoning ability. Among. these 
we should be able to find a large per- 
centage of our future leaders. How 
well equipped are they by ability and 
inclination to accept the responsibil-

SELLING SEED GRAIN 

All grain offered for sale for seed 
must be tested and have a crop certi- 
ficate before being sold or. advertised 
for sale according to the Canada Seeds 
Act. Constant seed drill surveys 
throughout Canada show seed of in- 
ferior quality being used and with a 
weed count that puts it into a re- 
jected grade. 

Seed grain can be checked by Line 
Blevator Gompanies for weed count 
and purity or if an official test is 
wanted for selling seed it must be ob- 
tained from Plant Products Division, 
Calgary. 

CANADIAN HONEY CROP . 

‘The 1949 Canadian, honey crop is 
estimated at 31,286,000 pounds, a de- 
cline of 81 per cent from the 1948 crop 
of 46,145,000 pounds. The honey crop 
suffered in the Prairie Provinces from 
intermittant frosts and in the Hast 
from an exceptionally dry season.

MANAGING BROOD 
8OWS IN WINTER 


The commercial swine breeder may 
well consider the brood sow his most 
important investment. The construct- 
ive breeder breeds mainly from gilts, 
‘but for the production ef market hogs 
proven sows should be retained as long 
as they are capable of producing thir- 
ty litters, Sows should not be kept 


through winter unless they have pre- 
viously demonstrated their ability to 
produce and raise a large litter. 


After the fall litters are weaned, in 
October or November, the sows should 
be brought up in condition for breed- 
ing in December or January, says C. 
G. Hickman, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. A feed mixture of two 
parts oats, one part barley and one 
part wheat, or one of equal parts oats 
and barley, 
supplement to bring the protein level 
of the ration to 14 per cent, is a basic 
ary or pregnant sow ration, Smaller 
amounts of barley or wheat may be 
‘fed. The protein supplement should 
consist of approximately half animal 
protein and half vegetable protein. 
Skim milk, byttermilk, or whey are 
excellent protein supplements. 
pound of a mixture of bonemeal and 
iodized salt in equal parts to 100 lbs. 
of the above dry meal mixture win 
provide ample amounts of the neces- 
gary minerals. Vitamin requirements 
are satisfied by either providing 
green hay freely or by including 6 to 
15 per cent alfalfa meal in the ration. 
One pound of dry feed to 100 pounds 
of sow per day is a guide as to how 
much feed should be fed. The sows 
should not become over-fat. 

Housing need not be, elaborate. In 

winter, dry or pregnant sows are bet- 
ter outside with cabins for shelter 
and lots for exercise. Feeding some 
distance from the cabins provides the 
necessary exercise, Well draineq land 
is ideal location for the cabins. Drafts 
can be prevented and heat retained in 
roughly built cabins by placing sever- 
al together and surrounding all, but 
the entrances with straw held firm 
With a enow fence. The brood sow, be- 
ing such an important item in the hog 
‘business, deserves the feed and man- 
agement that has — from 
many. years of research to make hog 
raising profitable.

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» WINTER UUBRICATION 

C. A. Cheshire, Extension Agricul- 
tural Engineer, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, reminds us that the first 
requirement of engine lubrication in 
winter is oil ght enough to flow at 
very low temperatures. At the same 
time, the oll must have sufficient 
body, even at the high temperature 
found in a warm engine, to prevent 
it “breaking down”. If the ail is too 
heavy it will not be forced through 
the channels during the warm-up per- 
fod, and thé engine, starved for lub- 
ricatfon, will wear readily. If the oil 
has not sufficient body at the higher 
temperatures, the oll film will not hold 
bearing surfaces apart, and again 
rapid wear will result. 

Another problem of winter. lubrica- 
tion is that of sludge formation. This 
results from moisture condensation in 
the oil and is. generally caused by 
“blow-by” during warm-up—a condi- 
tion brought about by the breaking ‘of 


the oil seal between the cylinder and 


piston, allowing a portion ot the ex- 
haust gases to enter the crank case. 
This sludge, under extreme conditions 
may make up a large portion of the 
oll in the crank case, and hamper lub- 


a motor that ig started often, and run 
for only a short time at each starting. 
Under these conditions, it is wise to 
drain the crank ease every two weeks, 
regardless of mileage. It is not neces- 
sary to throw this oll away-—just let 
it settle, and syphon off the clear por- 
tion to be used again. 

A point worth remembering is that 
the cylinder oil should always be 
drained when the engine is warm—

1 Assists during the 
winter warm-up periods. A pint of 
light oil is added to every 6 lons 
of gasoline, and mixed well. This does 
not hinder starting but it does reduce 
wear. 

Never idle a cold engine. If you do, 
both wear and sludge formation will 
be increased. Cover the radiator afid 
close hood louvres to reduce the warm

The field there 
however, isn't as suited to rugby as 
Varsity Stadium and the playing sur- 
face fteelf is a bit too far away from 
the stands for spectator comfort. 

Varsity, viewing the present sen- 
out crowds of some 20,000 for most 
league games, intends to hang on to 
the Grey Cup classic. By next fall of- 
ficlals hope to have added almost 10,- 
000 more seats with the building and 
extension of bleachers. 

The C. R. U., badgered and battered 
about for years by fans because they 
couldn't get tickets, this year deftly 
threw the matter of distribution into 
local union hands. | 

Each union in the final gets 30 per 
cent of the printed tickets. The losing 
union in the east gets 10 per cent while 
the remaining 30 per cent goes on gen 
eral sale in Toronto after the final- 
ists are decided. ’ 

‘This, at first glance, seems like a 
good solution. But let's see now. Since 
one ot the finalist unions is in the 
west it gets 30 per cent and 30 per 
cent of 20,000 tickets is 6,000. That's 
6,000 tickets Western Canadians can 
buy to a football game in Toronto. 

And just how many Westerners can 
afford the time and expense to travel 
to Toronto for the one match? A len- 
lent. guess would probably be between 
500 and 2,000. That leaves 4,000 tickets 
that could have been allotted to east- 
ern fans who could easily get to Tor- 
onto.

Leafs, celebrated a quarter-century of

The quiet-spoken Day broke in 
with Toronto in 1924 and stayed there 
until 1986 when he was traded to 
New York Americans. After a year 
with the Americans he became a lihe- 
man in the league and in 1941 became 
coach of the Leafs, succeeding Dick 
Irvin who moved to the Montreal 
Canadians. 

In the eight years he’s coached the 
Toronto club, he has piloted the Leafs 
to five Stanley Cup titles.

‘MANITOBA HOG CO-OP. 
TO IMPROVE MARKET 

MORRIS, Man.—The first co-opera- 
tive hog hatchery in North America 
will open soon in Manitoba's Red Riv- 
er Valley. The project was born here 
recently when local farmers heard 
Fred W. Hamilton, Supervisor of live- 
stock for Manitoba Pool Elevators, out 
line plans for mass sale of weanling 
hogs to the producer. 

The new system is aimed at improv- 
ing methods of production which 
caused Canada to fall short of the 
bacon quota contracted for export to 
Britain last year. It is expected also 
to regulate the market, where fluctua- 
tions in the number of hogs consigne4 
for weekly slaughter have long pro- 
duced a marked unsteadiness in pric- 
es. 
A well-equipped farm site houses 
the new centre, on which 50 carefully 
selected brood sows will be kept this 
winter. Hogs produced will be fed a 
special diet ang inoculated against 
disease. 

Members of the co-op will procure 
pigs that are about six weeks old. Al- 
lowing four months feeding ner lad. 
they can prepare three lots of hogs 
for market annually.

HOUSE PLANTS | 

Most people know that plants 
should not be crowded into pots too 
small:for them, but neither should 
mal plants be placed in too large 
pots. P. D. McCalla, Supervisor of 
Horticulture, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, says that a much better 
root system will be developed if you 
suit the pot to the size of the plant. 

When potting, leave one-half inch 
of space between the top of the soil 
and the rim of the pot for watering, 
and when planting be sure to press 
the soil firmly with the fingers. A test
